Ithode Island fifty-six years, between KMT 
nnd 17S(iT viz. : Jeremiah Clarko, ono year ; 
bis sou, Walter, four years ; bis son-in-law, 
John Cranston, two years ; bis son-in-law, 
Calob Oarr, one year ; his grandson, Samuel 
Cranston, twenty-nine years ; first William 


:roono, husband of great-granddaughter, 


eleven years ; second William Greene, fifth 
generation, eight years, and six of his de- 
scendants wero Deputy or Lieutenant Gov- 
ernors. Dr. Turner dwelt particularly upon 
Iho life and services of Jeremiah's son Wal- 
ler, tho porsistent and heroic Quaker, who 
exerted a healthy and extended influence in 
;ho plantations during tho latter part of the 
seventeenth century. 
Walter Clarke was
